AWARD 

This is a reference under section 10(1 ) (d) of the Indus- 
trial Disputes Act, 1947. The question referred to this 
Tribunal for its adjudication, as set out in the schedule to 
the reference, is as follows 

"Whether the action of the management of Banki Col- 
liery of Messrs. National Coal Development Cor- 
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poration Limited in dismissing Shri B. K. Sharma, 
Loader, with effect fiom the 3rd October. 1972 
is justified ? If not, to what relief is the workmaa 
entitled ?" 

Only a statement of demand was filed on behalf of the 
workman on 20-3-1974, but after that no one appeared on 
behalf of the workman on any of the dates when the case 
came before the Tribunal. In the aforesaid statement of 
demand, it was stated that the charges levelled against B. K. 
Sharma were totally false and he waa eventually dismissed 
on account of his trade union activities. 

On behalf of the management it was contended inter alia 
that there was no industrial dispute between the parties within 
the meaning of the Industrial Disputes Act since no demand 
whatsoever had been made by the Union with the manage- 
ment for reinstatement of the workman or for payment of 
his back wages and the letter of demand sent to the Assis- 
tant Labour Commissioner on behalf of the workman also 
did not mention the particular matter which has now been 
referred to this Tribunal. It was further contended that 
“the matter that is being refened was never raised by the 
Union even with the Assistant Labour Commissioner. The 
Union's letter dated 16-11-1972 probably appears to be the 
only demand in this respect.” It was also contended that 
the Central Government had not applied its mind and had 
acted mechanically in making the reference. On merit it 
was contended on behalf of the management that B. k. 
Sharma had been earlier appointed in the Colliery as a daily 
luted C'haukidai and he was dismissed fiom service sevcial 
years back for sleeping while on duty. An appeal wa» 
preferred before the General Manager. On humanitarian 
ground B. K. Sharma was again appointed by the management 
as an underground loader and after his joining service of 
the management he worked as an underground loader. B. K. 
Sharma, however, never showed any interest- in his work and 
was always insisting on getting time-iulcd job ar.d expressed 
his unwillingness to work as a loader. The management did 
not accede to the aforesaid request of B. K. Sharma. He 
was in the habit ol remaining absent from duty without 
leave and his immediate superiors were not satisfied with 
his work. In the month of May, 1972 B. K. Sharma was 
absent from his work without leave for 17 day*- He was 
given a charge-sheet on 6-6-1972 (Ex. L/l). An enquiry 
against the workman was conducted by Shit A. B. YVadood 
Hussain. The enquiry proceedings before Shri Wadood 
Hus«ain and his recommendations to the Colliery Manager 
have been tiled by the management (Ex. E/2). The enquiry 
was conducted in the presence of the wotkman. Shri Verma, 
the Manager, produced the Attendance Register and proved 
the allegations in the chargeshect before the Enquiry Officer. 
B. k. Sharma did not cross-examine Shri Verma. He was 
given an opportunity by the Enquiry Officer to adduce evi- 
dence in his defence but ho stated belore him that he had 
nothing to add to what he had stated in his reply to the 
charge-sheet. The Enquiry Officer after considering the 
material before him submitted his report in which he held 
B. K. Sharma guilty of misconduct. The Colliery Manager 
dismissed B. K, Sharma by his order (Ex, E/3). Shri 
Ganesh Chandra Mrig, E.YV. 1, Project Officer of Banki 
Colliery at Banki, stated that before approving the dismissal 
of Sharma he called him personally and asked why he was 
not interested in working us loader, E.W, 1, Mrig supported 
the management’s case and further contended that Sharma 
was given full opportunity to defend himself in the depart- 
mental enquiry against him and to his knowledge B. K. 
Sharma did not make any complaint against the departmental 
enquiry. 

It is not necessary for me to go into the objections raised 
on behalf of the management against the validity of the 
reference before me, I have considered the case on merit 
and have proceeded on the assumption that the reference 
before me is valid. 

It was denied on behalf of the management that the action 
taken ag.n'nstB. K. Sharma was prompted by vindictiveness 
and his services were terminated because the management 
was displeased with him on account of bis trade union acti- 
vities These allegations were specifically denied on behalf 
of the management and no evidence was led before me 
hv the workman to substantiate the afoiesaid allegations. 
I YV. 1, G. C. Mrig the Project Officer of the Banki Colliery 
fully supported the management’s case against the workman. 
I am satisfied that the departmental enquiry conducted 
against Sharma was fair and he was given full opportunity 
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to defend himself It was proved that the workman had 
absented himself from duty and was not interested in his 
work The management was justified m terminating his ser 
vices 

I hold that the action of the management of Banki Col- 
lieiy of Messrs National Coal Development Corporation 
Limited, Post Office Banki Mogra District Bllaspur in dis- 
missing B K Shaima with cllect fiom October 3, 1972 was 
justified and the woikman is not entitled to any relief I 
make my award accordingly The parties will bear their 
own costs

Government of India, Ministry of Labour and Rehabili- 
tation, in the Department of Labour & Employment is of 
opirion that an industrial dispute exists between the emp- 
loyers in iclalion to the management of West Bokaro colliery, 
P O Ghatotand, District Hazai ibagh and their workmen 
Accordingly by order No L/20012/11 5/72-LRTI dated 27th 
December, 1972 they leferred the said dispute to this Tri- 
bunal u/s 10(l)(d) of the I D Act foi adjudication upon the 
issue as menhoned m the schedule below 

SCHEDULE 

Whcthei the action of the ill migement of West Bokaro 
colliciy of Messrs West Bokaio Limited, Post Office 
Ghatotand, District Hazanbagh in denying the claim 
of Shri Guiudas Ram, Fittei (Ropeway) acting as 
Mechanical Joicmin foi promotion as Mechanical 
Fojcman on lcgulir basis is justified? If not, to 
what relief is the workman concerned entitled?" 

The case of the woikmcn briefly stated it, that Gurudas 
Ram woiking as litter in the above colliery Shri Inder 
Smgh foreman Inchaigc of the lepeway fell ill in July, 1969 
and he acted as a foicman in place of Shu Inder bingh 
foteman After the de ith of Shu Inder Smgh the conccined 
woikman continued to work as mechanical foreman in hw 
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place fiom 15-5 70 to 30-4-72 and was paid salaiy and other 
benefits of mechanic il foreman He- pcifoimcd the duly 
of mechanical foi email regularly foi about two years and 
accordingly had already become dc lacto mechanical foreman 
and his piomotion to the said post tequued only iormal 
confirmation Without giving any reason he was replaced 
by a new hind fiom 1 5-72 ignoring his claim of promotion 
It is alleged that the conccined workman is an active member of 
Koyal i Snvrnik Sunghatun and he has not been promoted as 
such It is claimed that Shri Gurudis Rani is entitled to 
be piomoted os foreman wef 1 5-72 with silanes attached 
to the post The employers in their wntten statement takes 
the plea that the claim for piomotion is not an industrial 
dispute and accoidingly the reference is invalid Shri Inder 
Singh, Ropeway foremon-mcharge fell ill in July 1969 and 
Shu Gurudis Ram was given authoi.sation as a temporary 
bad 1 1 competent pci son to cairy on tbe work Shrt Inder 
Sit gh who w is tn technical guide A died in May, 1970 After 
the death of bhu Indci Singh Gurudas Ram was being paid 
acting illowancc of technical grade B with effect fiom 15-5-70 
until a final decision wis taken in lespect of the post which 
was advertised for Shu Guiudas Ram did not apply for 
the post of mci hinicul foreman in icsponsc to the advertise- 
ment It is alleged tint during the peuod of his service 
Shri Gurudas Ram was found negligent and he was not 
considered fit to be promoted as mechanical foreman The 
management thus seeks to justify their action The parties 
filed rejoinders to the written statement of each other 

The point closed in the oidci of rcfeience is that the 
management of West Bokaio colliery denied the claim of 
Shri Gurudas Ram fitter ropeway acting as mechanical 
foreman, for promotior as mechanical foreman on regular 
basis The point open is if such action of the management is 
justified and the relief flowing from the action being found 
unjustified It appears that Shu Gurudas Ram was lopeway 
fittei working m the colliery since 1951 It also appears 
that he was given an authousation as a tempoiary badli 
competent pcisor as and when icquired to pciform certain 
duties in connection with the ropeway (Ext M 1) Shri 
Inder Smgh ncvei came buck and died sometime in May, 
1970 Aftu his death Shri Guiudas Ram continued to 
work m the same place m technical jjrade B It also appear* 
that Shri Gut udas R tm was paid acting allowance m Mecha- 
nical tirade B wef 15-5-70 (Ext M 13) The management 
advertised foi the post of mechanical foreman Grade B 
Shri Gurudas Ram neithei applied for the post nor he was 
considered foi appointment to that post A selection was 
held in response to the advertisement and one Shri C D 
Banerjee was selected and appointed in mechanical Grade B 
replacirg Shi i Gurudas Ram who was acting in that post. 

I 10 m the side of the workmen deniul of piomotion of Shu 
Gurudas R im is alleged to be illegal and an unfair labour 
piacticc Ilow the mim plank of the workmen’s case as 
submitted before me by the learned Advocate lcpresenting 
them is that by working as a mechanical foreman Grade B 
for 2 years Slirl Guiudas Ram has acquit cd a vested right 
for promotion and confirmation lr that post Accordingly 
his promotion and confirmation in that post is an automatic 
piocess without anything more In support of this pica th« 
learned Advocate rcpiescnting the workmen lelers to a copy 
of minutes of i meeting held or 11 11 63 at the office of 
the Chief Mining Engineer, West Bokaio Colliery in which 
both the managements representatives and woikmcns repre 
sentatives wete piesent (Ext W 1) The relative portion 

is in the tail end of agenda No 3 It reads as follows 

‘ Turthci a point was raised by Mi Mody as to who should 
be put u guide 11, whe her Shn Ch itterjee be placed tn grade 
If or the senior most grade (II clcik be put on the job 
done by Shri C hattei tee In this connection Mr Mody ex- 
plained that in Jumadoba it has been agreed upon that if a 
particular employee his completed one year in a higher 
grade job, he will be confirmed m that post and not the 
senior most ” Fmphasis is Did on the portlor of the 
minutes th.it in Jamadoha it has been agreed upon that 
if a particular employee his completed one year in higher 
grade job then he will be eonfhmed in that post and not the 
senior most" This lends us to the question if by that Shn 
Gurudas Rum his aequued an absolute vested right to be 
piomoted and conlirmed in that job, he having completed 
more than one year in that job Mind we, the igi cement 
itself is not foitbcoming Wh it is forthcoming Is a reference 
m the min tiles of the meeting held on 1 1 11 63 to a previous 
agreement Who were the pai ics to the agreement, when it 
was made how lot g it was to list what 'things it coveted 
etc are things unknown to us If an agreement has to be 
uoikeJ upon one has to go thiough the agreement as a 
Vrhole for its proper construction as to its applicability In 
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the absence of the agreement how arc we to see what were 
the contents thereof, what categories of employees it applied 
to, what me the conditions and limitations as to its appliea- 
Entity and so on and so forth. Mo evidence has been adduced 
from the side of the workmen if the alleged agreement was 
ever acted upon. No evidence has also been' adduced as 
to specific instances during the course of the last ten years 
when promotion ir technical or other line was made by 
the application of the alleged agreement. 1 shall not be jus- 
tified in making a guess work that the agreement contained 
only that pmtion without more. We can also make no guess 
work that thne were no conditions and limitations attached 
for applicability of that provision of the agreement. So, 
in the absence ol the agreement itself 1 shall not be justified in 
holding that simple casual reference to a previous agree- 
ment in the minutes of meeting held on 11-11-63 is suffi- 
cient for creating a vested right in Shri Gurudas Rum in 
getting an automatic promotion and confirmation in the 
higher guide job. In short, the absence of the agreement 
itsclt is a great handicap for our purpose. Then again it 
will appear fiom the same minutes of the meeting held about 

10 years back that the parties were discussing the case of 
promotion of grade III clerks to grade IT clerks as some of 
the senior grade III clerks were denied promotion to grade 

11 clciks. It is in course of (hat discussion that Mr. Mody 
referred t,b a previous agreement, In the context of things 
ns tile topic of discussion in that meeting was with regard 
to promotion of grade 111 clerks to grade 11 clerks, the more 
reasonable view to take would bo that the agreement as 
referred to in the minutes of the meeting related to the case 
of promotion of clerks. It would not be reasonable in my 
opinion to think that the agreement referred to related to 
the case of mechanical foreman also unless the matter is 
torn out of its context. Judging the matter from all angles 
1 should think that a simple reference in the minutes of the 
meeting to a previous agreement without anything more docs 
not give the workmen a blank cheque to claim promotion 
to the post of mechanical foreman grade B whatever may be 
the limitations. In other words, it does not create a vested 
right in the workmen, as the learned Advocate representing 
the workmen, calls it to claim promotion. If the vested 
right fails the question remains how else he cQuld get the 
desired promotion ? He could get it by his efficiency and 
fitness for the post. It appears from records that the man- 
agement advertised for the post not only once but twic* 
but at no time did the workman apply for the post. It 
docs not inspire confidence in me if and when the con- 
cerned workman says that he has no knowledge of the 
advertisement. That fact notwithstanding, did the manage- 
ment consider him suitable for the post especially when he 
was in the job for about 2 years 7 In the written statement 
by the management it is submitted that during the period of 
his service Shri Gurudas Ram was found negligent at his 
duties on various occasions, the management did not find and 
consider him fit to be considered as mechanical foreman 
as it depends on various facts like efficiency and suitability 
of a candidate. Shri S. J. Bancrjee, mechanical engineer 
of West Bokaro colliery says in his evidence as M.W. 1 
that the concerned workman was put on the job of Indcr 
Singh as a temporary badli competent person and he used to 
supervise the work of Shri Gurudas Ram. As a mechanical 
engineer his thinking is that Shri Gurudas R*m was not fit 
to work as mechanical foreman as he lacked independent 
judgment, initiative and sense of responsibility to carry on 
the job. His further evidence is that Shri Gurudas Ram 
was allowed to work in technical grade II for about 2 years 
not because lie had the necessary experience and knowledge 
of the job. He says that he did not recommend to the 
authorities to remove Shri Gurudas Ram from higher job 
during the period of 2 years of his service jjs the permanent 
incumbent was to join shortly and he did not like to 
disturb him specially because the management had to cany 
on the work by somebody. Shri Bancrjee, mechanical engi- 
neer of the ropeway used to supervise the work of Shci 
Gurudas Ram and 1 do not claim to be competent t* 
challangc the opinion formed by the mechanical engineer 
about the efficiency and fitness of the concerned workman. 
It was his job and it was his opinion. After all it is 
the management who had to run the ropeway efficiently and 
not this Tribunal. The service record of the concerned 
workman was produced and marked as Ext, M 10 and it 
appears therefrom that Shri Gui udas Ram was charge sheeted 
as many as seven times from 1956 to 1972. If the service 
record is any indication of the efficiency of Shri Guruda* 
Ram, I should think that the indication is not in his favour. 
The management filed copies of a number of letters, Exts. 
M 2, M 3, M 4, M 5, M 6, M 7 in which allegations have 


been made against him many a time for his lapses in work. 
If these are taken into consideration the evidence of the 
mechanical engineer cannot be dismissed as incorrect. Pro- 
motion is a managerial function unless there are elements 
of mala fidcs on the part of the management and victimisa- 
tion of the workman. The workman could not produce any 
papers to show that he was a member of the union or his 
trade union activities. From the materials on record I cannot 
also infer any mala tides or. the part of the management 
in denying promotion to Shri Gunuias Ram. The net result 
therefore comes to this that the workmen could not succeed 
in establishing that promotion was a vested rigid to the 
concerned workman. The management did not consider him 
suitable for promotion to that post. T do not think that 
the management is in any way liable to submit to the adjudi- 
cation of a tribunal the question if a particular workman was 
suitable or not in the absence of mala tides. Having found 
that mala fide and victimisation could not be proved in 
denying promotion to Shri Gurudas Ram, the question of 
promotion becomes a managerial function, pure and simple 
and it does not become an industrial dispute according to 
law for adjudication by a tribunal, In that context the refer- 
ence becomes bad in law. 

In the result. T find that the action of the management 
of West Bokaro colliery of Messrs West Bokaro I.imited in 
denying the claim of Shri Gurudas Ram, fitter, (Ropeway) 
acting as mechanical foreman for promotion as mechanical 
foreman on regular basis is iustified. Accordingly, the 
workman is not entitled to any relief.

AWARD 

This Reference by the Government of India, Ministry of 
Labour and Rehabilitation (Department of Labour and Em- 
ployment), vide Order No. L-3201 1 /24/72-P&D dated 7th 
September, 1973, reads as follows: 

“Whether the demand for payment of bonus for the 
period from 1st April, 1971 to 15th August, 1971 
to Dock Clerical and Supervisory Staff at a rate 
higher than the pro-rata to what was paid for the 
period from 1 6th August, 1971 to 31st March, 1972, 

Is justified? If so, what should be the amount 
payable to them by the respective employers?' 1 

2. The reference relates to the payment of bonus for the 
period from 1st April, 1971 to 15th August, 1971 to Dock 
Clerical and Supervisory Staff working under Calcutta Master 
Stevedores Association and Master Stevedores Association, 
who arc the employers in the present case. The workers 
are represented by various Unions described in Nos. 3 to 5 
in the forwarding Memo of the Order of the Reference 
quoted above. 

3. The reference came up for hearing on several days 
beginning from 18-10-73 to 18-7-74, On 27-6-1974 when 
the Reference came up for hearing none of the members of 
the Union which rcpresenl the workers or any worker was 
present before the Tribunal. Separate notices had been 
issued to the Officers of the Unions when the Reference was 
posted to 27-6-1974 for final hearing. Since they were ab- 
sent again on 27-6-1974 separate notices had been issued 
again (o them stating that the preceeding was posted to 
18th of July, 1974 for final disposal and that if the parties 
did not turn up the proceeding would be decided in their 
absence on merits. The notices were received by the LTnion 
and yet they did not turn up to represent the case of the 
workmen before the tribunal on the dale. So, they were 
declared ex-parte and evidence on behalf of the employers 
was taken. 

4. PW1, the Secretary of the Dock Labour Board, Cal- 
cutta as well as PW2, Officiating Secretary of the Master 
Stevedores Association was examined. The case of the em- 
ployers is that the bonus due to the workmen for the period 
between 1st April, 1971 to 16th August, 1971 had been 
paid in complete settlement of their claim during that period 
on pro-rata basis of what they received for the period from 
August, 1971 to the date on which they were registered 
with the Dock Labour Board, to the 31st March, 1972. They 
slated that the payment was made on the basis of an un- 
animous decision and settlement between the representatives 
of the workers and the management at a meeting of the 
Central Committee of Calcutta Dock Labour Board, Calcutta 
dated 20th September, 1972. The Committee was said to 
consist of Chairman, three representatives of the management 
and three representatives of the workers. According to them 
payment of bonus at the rate of 8. 1 1 3 per cent was in full 
settlement of the claim of the workers during the period of 
dispute. In support of their contention they produced the 
resolution of the General Committee of the Calcutta Dock 
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APPEARANCES 
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labour Board with ratification by the Boaid at a latei meet- 
ing held on 30-10-1973. PW-1 proved the resolution and 

PW 2 proved that on the basis of the resolution payment 
at the rale of 8,1/3 per cent had been made to the wo Tors 
and the workers are not entitled to anything moie than 
the amount which was paid to them. 

5. The management in Para 3(a) of the written statement 

made a specific allegation that the paymenL of bonus at the 
iate ot t, 1/1 per eent foi the period between 1st April, 1971 

to 16th uigust, 1971 w.-s in lull settlement of theii claim 

on the h'sis of an unanimous settlement between the union 
and the in mag ment's representatives. That part of the 

written > at. merit was not contras erted by the workers by 

filing am countci ■ tafement. In the absence of their denial 

of the alligation the evidence of PW1 and PW 2 should be 
accepted for holding that payment had been made in full 

settlement of their claim for the period from 1-4-1971 to 

16-8-1971 on the basis of an unanimous settlement between 
the workers and the employers. 

6. The management relied upon Clause fvii)(b) of Sec. 
32 of the Payment of Bonus Act, 1965 which provides that 
if there was an agreement or settlement after 29-5-65 between 
the employer and the employee for payment of annual bonus 
in lieu of the bonus payable under the Act, the workers 
cannot make a claim again for bonus as long as the settle- 
ment was in operation. In order to attract Sec. 32(vii)(b) 
the employer had to establish that there has been an agree- 
ment or settlement entered Into between the workmen and 
the employers after May, 196 J and that the agreement or 
settlement was for payment of annual bonus in lieu of the 
bonus payable under the Act. The management having 
proved the ingredients of the Sub-scction referred to above, 
it has to be held tha the bar of .Section 32(vii) fb) of the 
Act operates and the employees in such a case, so long as the 
agreement or settlement is in operation, cannot claim bonus 
on the basis of the provision of the Act. In the absence of 
any counter evidence, the evidence tendered on behalf of 
the emnloyers has to be accepted. Accordingly, it bns to 
be held that (he workers in the instant case is not entitled 
to any extra bonus during the period from 1-4-1971 to 
15-8-1971 since their claim has been satisfied on payment 
of 8.1/3 per cent of their salary or wages as bonus. In 
the result, the reference fails. 

7. In the light of the above conclusion, an award is ren- 
dered to the effect that the workers in the instant case are 
not entitled to any extra bonus in addition to 8.1 13 per cent 
for the period from 1st April, 1971 to 15th August, 1971.

be reported to the Police unless he tendered resignation from 
the service. The workman thherefore under threat and duress 
got the resignation written by one Shri Abdul Rehmun. It 
is, therctore, prayed th" tlr termination from the service 
of this workman be set aside and he be reinstated with full 
back wages. 

In reply the Company denied the facts that the workman 
had tendered resignation under any threat or duress. It 
is admitted that Shi i Snlngiam had taker, away u drum of the 
(. ompanv from the tempi'' and he returned it later on but it 
had no connection with his icsignation front the set vice. 

In support of his contention affidavits of Abdul Rehman 
writer of the resignation and the workman Shri Salagram 
were filed. Abdul Rehman stated that he wrote the resigna- 
tion at the instructions of Shri K. L, Joshi and when sig- 
nature of Salagram were obtained Shri Salagram started 
neaping and stated that his 30 years service had come 
to an end. When question why he had written the resigna- 
tion on the instructions of Shri Kishanlal, the witnesses stated 
that since Salagram was a faithful servant of the Company, 
he obeyed the instructions of Shri Kishanlal Joshi, 

Shri Salagram stated that the drum was taken away by 
him with the permission of Pujari of the Temple. Shri 
Kishanlal who levelled the charge of theft against him and 
threatened him that he will be dishonoured by the Police 
if he did not tender resignation. He admitted that he signed 
on the resignation written by Abdul Rehman under threat 
and duress. In rebuttal the Company filed the affidavits of 
Sarvashri Kishanlal, Suwalal and Dharampal but they were 
not produced for cross examination by the workman and 
so their affidavits were expunged from the evidence. 

From the evidence of the workman it is established that 
the resignation was obtained by the Company under threat 
and duress. The matter was reported to the Union by 
the workman soon after it was tendered. The reason of 
doing at his own will as given in the resignation letter, does 
not appear to be believable because the workman had been 
in service for more than 30 vents. The other witness has 
also stated that the workman wept when he signed on the 
resignation letter if he had wilfully written the resignation 
there was no reason for the workman to shade tears. It 
may be interesting to note that the Company did not accept 
the resignation as no order to that effect is either issued or 
communicated to the workman. 


In view of nil these facts I hold that the termination order 
from the service of the workman of Salagram is illegal and 
unjustified. He is entitled to reinstatement with full back 
wages.

2. The facts giving tise to this rcfeiencc ure as follows: — 

(i) The woikmen mentioned in the Schedule refened 
to above were the employees of Messrs S. Kantilal 
and Company Pin ate Limited. Margao (hereinafter 
referred as the Company). The company terminated 
then services in April-May, J 972 by giving notices. 
The Union made demand on the company that 
as the sei vit.es of these employees were illegally tci- 
minated, theii termination of service should be set 
aside. The company did not give any reply to the 
Union’s Idler. The Union theicfore raised un in- 
dustrial dispute befoie the Assistant Labour Com- 
missioner (C). Vasko-de-Gama. The Assistant Lu- 
bour Commissionei (C), Vasco-de-Gama heard the 
patties and tried to bring about conciliation but in 
vain. He theicfore submitted his failmc of con- 
ciliation report to the Government. The Govern- 
ment then tefeired this dispute to this Tribunal for 
adjudication. 


3. On the receipt of the rcfeiencc by this Tribunal notices 
were issued to the patties to file their written statement. In 
pursuance ol this notice both the p.ulics appealed befoie 
me and tiled theii written statements. 

4. The coinpanv has filed written statement at Lx 2 L 
According to the company.— 

<i) The seivices of all the woikeis have been teimmated 
on the respective dates as thev were found suiplus, 
and as there was no work to give them. As Bjra- 
zati Mines have been viituaJW closed, the sei vices 
of Shri Mohan Samant and Shri Subhash Palyekar 
were terminated as they weic left without work. 

In) Due to the untuilmcnt of the mining activities some 
li neks lemaincd idle and some of the trucks were 
turned into mote suap, On account of this the 
dnvcis, and cleancis pei Laming to those trucks wcie 
left without job hence their setvices were tciminat- 
cd. 

(iii) I he worheis in question wcie on daily wages. Their 
sen ills vveic pmelj tempoi.uy Tin ii seivices were 
leiminable without assigning any reason or notice 
Without icsorting to this clause, their seivices have 
been tei initiated for the leaxous as mentioned above. 


(iv) Shri Alex Mascamhas was appointed on 10-1-1972 
and his services were terminated on 5.5.1972. He 

has put in less than one years service at the time of 
tcimmaiion of seivice. 

fv) In the termination letters accepted by all the workers 
it is stated that they should collect all their dues 
from the office. They could have therefore collected 
their legal dues on the day their services were ter- 
minated. 

(vi) The workers intentionally refused to accept the 
amount with an intention to raise an industrial dis- 
pute. 

(vii) All the woikeis have joined seivices under different 
employers immediately after their services were ter- 
minated. They are not entitled to any relief. The 
action to terminate the services of the workers was 
inevitable as the ciicumstanccs beyond the control 
of the management prevailed. Hence the termination 
of the services of these workers are justified. 

5. Shri George Vaz, General Secretary, Goa Mining Labour 
Welfare Union, Assonora has filed written statement on behalf 
of the employees at Ex.l/W. 

6. According to him :— 

(i) All the workers have completed more than one year's 
continuous service. 

(ii) As the workers have been retienched, they should 
have been paid one month's notice pay and retre- 
chment connipensation before terminating their 

services. 

(id) As the provisions of Section 25F of the I.D. Act 
have not been complied with, the termination of 
services of the workers in question is illegal and 
invalid and they are entitled to reinstatement with 
continuity of sei vice and back wages. 

7. The workmen have produced documents as mentioned

8. Shn Subhash Palyekar has filed affidavit at Ex. 10/W. 
Shri Alex Mascnrcnhas has filed affidavit at Ex. 11/W and 
given evidence at Ex. 12/W. 

9. On 26-6-1974 the company and the Union have given 
common pursis as mentioned below (Ex. 13/EW) 

"The parties agree that all the workmen covered in 
this reference have put in u service of moro than 
one calendar year before termination. 

10. At the outset it may be noted that Shri D. R. Dukle 
Advocate appealed on behalf of the company and conducted 
the ease. The company has not examined any witness or 
pioduccd any documents, 

11. Points fot consideration are as follows;— 

(i) whether the teimination of services of the work- 
men in question amounts to letrenchment ’’

Ini) If not to wbut relief is each workman entitled?

12. My findings arc as follows- —

business for reasons beyond its control. This contention can 
not be accepted.

REASONS 

Point No, 1 


13. It is common ground that the company has terminated 
the services of four workmen fiom Sirgal Mine and two work- 
men from Barazan Mine for reasons mentioned in their tei- 
mination letters. 


22. On company's contention in the written statement para 
3 it is clear that some trucks were idle because of the cur- 
tailment of the mining activities. It means that some of 
the ti licks of the company were in working order. It is not 
the company’s case that the spares would not hate been 
available at all at uny time. What the company says in 
the tei initiation letter is that it was not possible to lepair 
the trucks within a short time. Hence there was no justifica- 
tion for the company to terminate the services on the ground 
that theic was closure of this particular business on account 
of the ciicumstances beyond its control, From the termina- 
tion letters on iccord and the circumstances and the facts 
of this case. 1 find that the termination of these three 
workmen, i.e, one driver and two cleaneis amounts to ret- 
renchment. 


14. Shri Shaikh Ibrahim was Compressor Opciutor in Siigal 
Mine, bhri Alex Mascai enhas was Driver, Shri laiwant Mopkar 
and Chandral.ant Naik were clcainers in Sirgal Mine. 

15. As regards Shaikh Ibrahim, Compiessor Operator, his 
services were tci initiated with effect fiom 22-4-1972 as his 
services were found surplus as mentioned in the termination 
letter dated 21-4-1972. 

16. It is clear from the termination letter that Shri Shaikh 
Ibrahim’s services were terminated because he was found sur- 
plus. It means that his services were retrenched and this 
amounts to retrenchment. 

17. As rcgai ds the services of Shri Alex Mascmonhas, 
Driver Shri Jaiwant Mopkar and Chandrakant Naik, Cleaners 
working in Sirgal mines on bucks, their services were tei- 
minated with effect from 6-5-1972 by termination letters 
dated 5-5-1972 vide Ex. 3AV5/W and 6/W respectively. All 
these termination letters aie similarly worded. Contents 
of one of the termination letters will be sufficient to show 
the reasons for which the management terminated the ser- 
vices of these workmen. 

18. Termination letter dated 5-5-1972 Ex 3/W is as 
follows: — 


23. As icgards Shri Subhas Palyekar his services were tcr- 
i i niton with effect from 10-5-1972 by termination letter dated 
'j ‘ l'’~2. Jt is as follows: — 

'Due to curtailment of production of the nunc your 
services have been found excess at the mine and 
your services are them tore terminated with effect 
from JOth May, 1972. 

You are advised to collect your wages from Sanvoidem 
office.” 

24. it is clear from the above mentioned termination letter 
that due lo the cuitailment of pioduction at the mine his 
service, were found surplus. Hence the termination of this 
workman on Uk ground of being found surplus amounts 
to ictrenc* iruit. 

25. As regards Shri Mohan Sawnnt his services were ter- 
minated with effect from 22-5-1972 by termination letter 
dnted 12-5-1972 Ex,7/W. It is as follows; — 

“The Management has decided to stop the working of 
Barazan mine temporarily with effect from 1 st June, 
1972, as a result of which you are rendered sur- 
plus. Hence wc have no other alternative than to 
terminate your service from 22nd May, 1972. 


"To 


Shri Alex Mascarenhas, 


You arc requested to approach the Sanvoidam office for 
your dues." 


Driver, Sirgal Mine. 

Most of our tt ucks arc idle for want of spare parts, 
tyres and other things and it is not possible to 
repair the same within a short time. Wc are there- 
fore compelled to terminate your services with 
effect from 6th May, 1 972. 

You are requested to collect your dues from Sanvordcnr 
office. 

19. In the wui’ten statement Ex. 2/F paia 3 it is mentioned 
that due to the cuitailment of the mining activities some trucks 
remained idle end som‘ of the bucks were turned into mcie 
scrap and that the drivers and cleaners pertaining to these 
trucks were left without job and theii services were ter- 
minated Tt appears from this contention that all the trucks 
belonging to the company were not out of order. If alt trucks 
were not out of order, it cannot be said that all the trucks 
could not operate for want of repairs, ft was quite possible 
to run some trucks It was not therefore necessary to ter- 
nato the se. vices of the employees working on the trucks. 

20. It is mentioned in the termination letter that the spate 

parts and tyies were not available and that on account of 

this it was not possible to repair the bucks within a slroif 
time. It means that it was possible to acquire spare pails, 

tyres etc, to repair the same after some time, It wj% neces- 

sary for tlie company to keep some sprue paits. The reason 
that spare parts and tyres were not available and that it 
was no 1 possible to repair the tmeks within a short time 
is not sufficient reason to stop the working of all the tiucks 
and to terminate tile services of the employees working on 
the bucks on this ground. 

21 Tc uned Advocate Shu Duklc contends in his arguments 
that all the trucks of the company wetc I vino idle because 
the spam parts '.ere not available and because all trucks 


26. It appears from the above mentioned termination letter 
Ex. 7/ W that the management decided to stop the working 
oi Barazan mire temporarily with effect from 1-6-1972 and 
that on account of this the services of Shri Mohan Sawant 
were found surplus. 

27. The learned Advocate Shri Dukle contends that the 
services ot Shri Mohan Sawant and Shri Subhash Palyekar 
wt re t rminated because Barazan mine work was stopped 
and that on account of this their termination of service does 
nut amount to retrenchment. This contention can not be 
accepted. 


-.8. It cannot be s ud Born the termination letter that 
Barazan Mine w.ts permanently closed down on account of 
some circumstances beyond the control of the management. 
Tile termination letters show that the working of Barazan 
Miue was temporarily stopped. Hence stopping of the work- 
ing of the Baiazan Mine temoporarily will not amount to 
closure. Temporary stoppage of working will be no ground 
for terminating the services of the workers wojkitig in the 
mine. It docs not appear to me that the lamination of 
serivee oi these workmen was on account of the permanent 
closui c of the mine Theii termination amounts to ictiench- 
ment. 

29. The learned Advocate Shri Dukle contends that the 
workmen W'ere appointed on condition that their services were 
liable to be terminated at any time and that on account of 
this termination of services of those workmen does not amount 
to retrenchment This contention ennrot he accepted. 

30 In (he writtni statement Fx, 2/T it is mentioned that 
without resorting to the condition in question, te services of 
the workmen were terminated for the reasons given in the 
termination tcttci. Moreover the company has not produced 
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any appointment lettei showing that their appointments weie 
liable for termination without any notice. 

31, On the contrary appointment letter issued to Shri 
Shaikh Ibrahim, Ex. 9/W, no where mentions that his ser- 
vices weie liable foi termination without any notice. Hence 
the contention that as the services of the workmen were li- 
able to be tcimir.atcd without notice, their termination of 
service does not amount to ictrenchment cannot be accepted. 

32. The learned Advocate Shri Dukle contends that the 
workmen had not challenged the closure and that no account 
of this is their tci mination of services docs not amount to 
retrenchment. This contention cannot be accepted. 

3 t The Union challenged the termination of services of 
the v orkrnen by raising dispute before the company and 
bcfoic the \ssisl,mt Lahoui Commissioner (e), Vasco-da- 
Gama. It cannot therefore be said that the workmen have 
accepted the companys case of closure. 

34. In short, it will be clear fiom the above discussions 
that the tei miration of set vices of (he tax workmen in 
question amounts to ictrenchment within the meaning of 
Section 2(00) of the T.D. Act, 1947. Hence my finding on 
point No. 1 is as above. 


(3) the cmploycis have no scivice to give them (4). AU 
these employees have been immediately employed elsewhere. 

43. Shri Mascamlus m his evidence E\. 12/W has given 
his occupation as ‘Nil.’, It means that he is not employed. 
The company has not adduced any evidence to show that 
the employees in question arc in seiviee from the dates of 
their tei mination of scivice. The company has also not 
adduced any evidence to show lhat they are not in a position 
to reinstate the employees. In the absence of any evidence 
Shri Duhle’s contention that the employees should not be 
given reinstatement with continuity of service and back 
wages cannot be accepted. 

44. In short from the fuels and circumstances of this case 
1 find that all die six employees ir question are entitled to 
icinsfatement with continuity of service und back wages, 
ilencc my finding on this point is as above. 

Point No. iv 

45. In view of the above findings. I pass the following 
order:- — 

ORDER 


Point No. it 

35. The Union contends that the retrenchment of the six 
workmen is not valid and legal because one month’s notice 
or one month’s pay in lieu of notice and retrenchment com- 
pensation weie not given to the employees concerned at die' 
time of termination of their services. 

36. The learned Advocate Shi i Dukle contends that each 
employee was informed to collect his legal dues by tcinuna- 
tlon letter and that as they failed (o collect their dues it 
cannot be said that there was violation of the provisions of 
Section 25F of the I.D. Act, 1947. This contention cann.it 
be accepted. 

37. In ro termination letter on record it is mentioned that 
the employee concerned should take away one month’s notice 
pay and leircnchment compensation as provided under Sec- 
tion 25F of the I.D. Act, 1947. What is mentioned is that 
each employee should collect his dues. This expression is 
vague and indefinite. 

38. The company contended before the Assistant Luboui 
Commissioner (c), Vasco-da-Gamu that the employees In 
question were not entitled to retrenchment compensation. If 
this contention is taken into consideration, it will be clear 
that the cxpiession legal dues in the termination letter docs 
not include one month’s notice pav and lelicnehment com- 
pensation, If it would have been the intention of the com- 
pany to give retrenchment compensation and notice pav to 
each employee at the time of retrenchment it would not have 
contended before the Assistant Labour Commissioner (C), 
Vasco-da-Gnma that each employee was not entitled to re- 
trenchment compensation and notice pay and it would have 
specifically mentioned in each termination letter that the emp- 
loyee concerned should take way one month’s notice pay and 
retrenchment compensation bcfoic the date of his reti cnchmeiit. 

39. Shri Dukle contends that the picscnl lefercncc tails 
under Section 25FFF of the I.D. Act and that on account 
of this payment of compensation is not a condition piecedeiit. 
This contention cannot be accepted, 

40. As there was no closure of business the present case 
docs not fall under Section 2JFFF of tile I.D, Act, 1947. 
As the employees in question have been reticnched the pic- 
sent cease falls under Section 25F of the I.D. Act, 1947. As 
the company has not given one month’s nolicc or one month’s 
pay in lieu of nolice and leticnchmcnt compensation before 
the date of retrenchment to all the employees concerned, the 
retrenchment of each employee in question is illegal and 
invalid. Hence my finding on point No. ii is as above. 

41. Point No. Hi 

As the leticrdimciit of v.ieh employee is illegal and in 
valid, each employee is entitled to reinstatement with conti- 
nuity of service and back wages, 

42. The learned Advocate Shri Dukle contends that these 
employees cannot claim reinstatement because (1) t he

AWARD 

The Central Government has made the following references 
to this Tribunal for adjudication: — 

“Whether the resignation tendered by Shri Bhur Singh 
Chowkidar, Tooka Mines on the 6th June, 1969 was 
voluntary and its acceptance by Messrs Duduwala and 
Company, Mica Mine Owners, Bhilwara was bona- 
fide? If not, to what relief is the workman entitled? 

The statement of claim was filed by the Khan Mazdoor 
Congiess, Bhilwara on behalf of the woikman. It is alleged 
in the satement that the workman Shri Bhoor Singh has been 
working in the Duduwala and Co., Mica Mine Owners, Bhil- 
vvara for the last about 30 years and his work had been satis- 
factory. On 6th June, 1969 Shri Kishnnlal Joshi, the Manager 
of the Tooka Mines got a resignation obtained from the work- 
man on the ground that there was a charge of theft against 
him and police is going to take action in the matter. Afraid 
of the police action the workman tendered resignation. It is, 
therefore, prayed that since his resignation was obtained 
tlnough threat and duress his termination from the service be 
set-aside and he may be reinstated in setvicc with full back 
wages. In reply the facts of the statement have been denied 
on behalf of the Company and it is pleaded that the resigna- 
tion was wilfully tendered by the workman and not under 
threat and duress. 

In support of his contention the affidavit of Shri Bhoor 
Singh was filed but he was not cross examined on behalf of 
the Company. 

The Company filed affidavits of three witnesses but they 
were not produced for Cross examination by the Khan Maz- 
door Congress, Bhilwara, hence they were expunged from evi- 
dence. 


Arguments or behalf of the woikman were heard. The Com- 
pany did not present at the time of arguments. 

From the evidence Shri Bhoor Singh which remains unic- 
buttred I am of the view that the lesignation was tendeicd bv 
the workman under threat from the side of the Company. 
This workman has been working in the Company as Chowki- 
dar for the last about 30 yean, and the Company did not find 
any fault in his work. Therefore there appears to be no 
reason why the workman decide to leave the service which 
he had been doing for the last about 30 years. The fact 
that Shri Bhoor Singh immediately reported in the matter to 
liis Union, further shows that he tendered resignation under 
some threat and duress. 

In view of the statement of Bhoor Singh which temained 
unrebutted I hold that he has not tendered resignation wilfully 
but under threat and duress. The termination of his services 
on this ground is therefore illegal. The workman is therefore 
entitled to reinstatement with full back wages.
